Estimated That 94 Par Cent cf Avail, 
ab e Potency Haa Yet to Be 
Harnetaed. 


Canada’* wttcrfaUi developed .1,000,* 
Inni horsepower of elect fimi energv 
durine 1 P*lì. 
The revenne to inatta- 
facturere from tins jmwer amounted 
to 
61*0,0*0, areording to a report 
Issued by the fedenti water powers 
bran Hi of the Dominion government. 
Untarlo, with Niagara Fulls ns its 
chief source of power, led In produc­ 
tion among the provinces with L13i>.* 
orni horse-power, the report shows. 
Quebec followed closely with 
1 ,1*kt,- 
i*io horse-power, and British Columbia 
was third with 310,00* I. 
The renmln- 
der was distributed among Manitoba, 
Alberta, Nova Scotia. New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward island. 
Despite the high cost of construc­ 
tion, 
hydro-power 
development 
in­ 
stalled last >ear totaled 529,000 horse­ 
power. 
Total capital Invested in wa­ 
ter power is estimated nt $620,058,* 
731. Horse-power development amounts 
to 357 per 1,000 of Canada’s popula­ 
tion. 
‘•Demand upon industrial renters for 
greater production is increasing with 
the cultivation of new stretches of 
farm land In the West," the report 
states. 
“Industrial experts iir,‘ "rg- 
ing rapid installation of hydro-power 
plants with a view to providing ma­ 
chinery and other farm supplies at a 
lower cost, and thus stimulate the 
greater settlement of lands." 
Water power now In use represents 
a little over 6 per cent of Canada’s 
total water power resources, which 
; re estimated by the report at 41,700,- 
horse-pow er.

comptroller of the currency.

two items were printed together in a 
Philadelphia newspaper as showing 
the difference in judicial neverity. 
The letter I g»»t from Judge dwarfs 
said it appeared on the face of It as 
if he had punished l»is man <*>• hard, 
but tlii* fact was the chlckeu thief was 
an old offender, to whom a term in 
prison meant no mental' stress. 
The hank president, argued Judge 
Swartz, would he punished the more 
sexerely by his brief term in Jail, due 
to his higher standards of life. 


Tree Planting in Massachusetts. 
Massachusetts will have the big­ 
gest tree planting bee in it* history 
this spring when U.000,<*00 pines and 
spruces are set out by cities, towns 
and i»riv -it»* citizens on waste land. 
Most of the .'oung trees will lie sold 
at nominal cost by the sinte. 
“There has been a decided awaken­ 
ing in Massachusetts to the need of 
forest conservation," said Chief For­

pines and spruces, we have 1,500,090 
tree* of the best age for transplanting.
